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HOW NOT TO PAY BONUS. 


A rthur Brisbane, supar-.joumalist, has a solution for the 
bonus problem, which is brilliant even for him. 
There need be 
no difficulty about raising the money. 
There need be no dis­ 
agreeable taxes, no bonds and no borrowings. If the government 
wants $500,000,000 or any number of millions, to distribute at 
once among the service men, it can command the money at will, 
says Brisbane. 
“Why not simply print the currency and pay the soldiers 
with perfectly good paper money m anufactured by the govern­ 
ment at the cost of paper and printing, without taxing anyone 
or disturbing any business?” 
Wonderfully simple and simply wonderful. But not original. 
The German government and the Russian Soviet governm ent both 
had exactly the same hunch and went ahead and acted on it, to 
finance their various governmental expenditures. 
As a result, 
German marks, normally worth 24 cents are quoted at a half a 
cent apiece, and Russian roubles are not quoted at all, because 
they are marketable only as waste paper. 
Henry Ford had the same brilliant idea about financing Mus­ 
cle Shoals. 
The government, he suggested, could raise the mil­ 
lions needed to finish the wrork by printing banknotes represent­ 
ing the potential energy of the Tennessee river. 
But, somehow, 
Uncle Sam could not see the plan and probably won’t 
see 
the 
present one. Uncle Sam has had mournful experience in his time 
with fiat money and fake finance and has learned as Germany and 
Russia are learning, th at even a sovereign 
government 
can’t 
make money out of nothing.

The labor policy of the Company may be summed up as a 
personal one rather than the impersonal one so generally fol­ 
lowed. Discipline is maintained, of course, but the problems 
'of individuals and groups of employes—many of them entirely 
outside the ordinary line of work—are studied and an effort 
made to understand and assist wherever possible.
